In the 
tankhouse the glass is all melted In im­ 
mense tanks which

In the pothouse the 
glass Is made In pots. 
After the fires are lighted and a tank 
is heated the glass mixture is shoveled 
In. It includes glass left over from the 
former season, glass refuse, sand and 
salt cake. Arsenic is not used In the 
tankhouse for the reason that the heat 
Is so intense that the drug is volatilized 
and escapes Into the air without enter­ 
ing the mixture. As one mixture melts 
and flows to one end of a tank fresh 
supplies are shoveled in at the other 
end. 
The 
molten 
mass 
seethes 
and 
“ works” in a manner similar to that of 
a mash in a distillery. 
From the salt 
cake comes a salt water That has to be 
separated from the mass, and the easi­ 
est way to remove it is to burn it out. 
This Is done by throwing stove wood 
Into the tank on top of the molten 
glass. 
The water is converted into 
steam, whieh Is destroyed by the in­ 
tense beat from the glass. The melted 
glass is then skimmed by an automatic 
skimmer, and it is ready for the gath­ 
ere r 
A gatherer thrust* a Ions Steel blow­ 
pipe into one of the rings at the lower 
end of the tank. 
He twists and turns 
it until a small boll of glass gathers on 
the end. 
This ball is partially cooled, 
polished by being turned in a box of 
sawdust aud then passed on to the 
blower, who beats it again until it be­ 
comes like taffy. 
Tile blower swings 
the ball over a pit that is twelve feet 
deep and rapidly blows it into an clon- evening at <:45. 
gated pear shape. 
When a blower is 
through, the melted glass becomes a 
perfect cylinder about 5 feet long and 
2 feet across. It then passes to a “snap­ 
per,” who takes it to a rack and breaks 
the roller loose from the blowpipe. 
Tho snapper gathers a small lump 
of molted glass on the end of a rod 
and dexterously runs a narrow ribbon 
of the stuff around the ends of the 
roller, both at the blowpipe end and 
the closed end. 
The little ribbons of 
melted glass cool In a few seconds, 
when they are removed, leaving a nar­ 
row 
xone 
of 
almost 
fedhot 
glass 
around the rollers at each end. Then, 
taking a tool thut resembles a soldering 
iron, the snapper rubs it for a moment 
on bis forehead, and when the point of 
it is moistened with perspiration he 
runs the iron around the rollers at the 
heated spot. 
The glass cracks uud 
separates as cleanly as if cut with a 
diamond, the blowpipe is removed, and 
the closed cylinder has become a roller 
and Is then ready to go to the flat­ 
tener. 
The flattener works in another part 
of the building, where are located the 
flattening ovens These ovens are heat­ 
ed to a temperature sufficient to soften 
the glass so that it may be rolled out 
Into sheets. A series of fireclay tables 
placed Ic a circle like the spokes of a 
wheel revolve in the ovens, and on 
these tables tile rollers are flattened. 
They are placed Inside, allowed to be­ 
come hot, und then a cold Iron is run 
along the inside from end to cud. The 
contact of the iron cuts the glass, 
which is then fctrnightened out upon 
the table. 
The flattener has a number of billets 
of green wood attached to long iron 
bandies, und with these billets, which 
are siiaped in such a manner as to do 
the work expected of them, he “irous” 
the softened sheet of gluss until it is 
perfectly Hut and smooth. The tables 
Inside the oven revolve, the flattened 
sheet is carried away, aud another roll­ 
er is brought into position before the 
flattener. As the flattened sheets cool 
they are lifted to a place on a long 
traveling rack, on which they are by 
stages removed from the ovens, being 
allowed to cool as they go. This is done 
in order that the glass may not be 
shattered by too quick an exposure to 
the air. 
When the sheets are takeu from the 
flattening ovens, they are covered with 
a greasy, dirty looking coat of chem 
Icals—soda, potash, silicates of the dif­ 
ferent salts, etc.—which most be re­ 
moved, and for this purpose the rough 
sheets ore placed In an acid bath com­ 
posed of hydrochloric aud sulphuric 
acids more or less diluted. After their 
immersion lu this bath the sheets are 
taken to the cutting room, where work­ 
men cut them into sites and make 
them ready for the packers. Hardly a 
scrap of the glass except the rough 
edges is wasted. In fact, none is wast­ 
ed, as nil refuse goes back to be melt­ 
ed.

THE MEXICAN EDITOR. 


It la V e ry E a s y F o r H im to Get In to 
S erio u s T rouble. 
The new spaper laws of Mexico are 
very stringent. 
If any person is men­ 
tioned in a new spaper article and feels 
offended about it, he can easily send 
the editor of the paper and the writer 
of the article to prison. 
The state­ 
ments may have been far within the 
limits of tru th and justice, but th at 
makes no difference. 
The editor in­ 
communicado has a chance to think 
about tile law, and the aggrieved per- i 
son smiles pleasantly. 
After aw bile 
the law gets in its work, the case is in­ 
vestigated. aud the editor is punished, 
for even the truth is libelous, and libel 
is one of the offenses most severely 
condemned. 
According to tile theory of the Mexi­ 
can law, every person has a right to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons, 
lf the person violates 
the law, the new spaper has no right to 
lay so. 
It can lay information before 
the courts if it w an ts to, but It must 
not say in its columns th at it has done 
so. 
Then the law will step in and take 
charge of the offender, but the repre­ 
sentatives of the paper will not be ai 
lowed to attend the trial, aud only the 
bare result, after weeks of waiting, 
eau be told to the public. 
If tho offense charged against the ed­ 
itor is regarded by the first m agistrate 
to whom the complaint is made as be­ 
ing especially grave, the paper is gen­ 
erally suppressed. 
The complaint lins 
been received and passtxi upon. 
Then 
a sq u id of pollee descends upon the 
printing office. 
Sometimes nil the em­ 
ployees are arrested, sometimes only 
the editor. 
Then the doors of 
Ute 
building are closed, official seals are 
placed upon them, and a guard is sta­ 
tioned to see that no one tries to en­ 
ter. 
For three days tile editor can do 
nothing. 
The laws under which he Is 
arrested are modeled after those of the 
code Napoleon, and for three days he 
is held Incommunicado, while the au­ 
thorities hunt up evidence. 
Then lie 
is gi veil a hearing. 
In the meantime 
bis paper has been suppressed, anti iu 
many cases it never comes to life again 
even though the editor may eventually 
clear himself of all blame.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.
